This agreement shall commence on January 1 st , 2013, and shall continue for 
twelve months ending on December 31 st , 2013 between the Taipei 
Economic and Cultural Representative Office in the United States (hereto 
referred to as "TECRO") and The Nickles Group (hereto referred to as 
TNG.)

All reports, 
recommendations materials, analyses and other documents TNG 
prepares shall become the property of TECRO, and TNG hereby 
agree that TECRO may make use thereof, without incurring any 
obligation for compensation other than as set in the following 
paragraph. Any reports prepared by TNG to TECRO shall be 
considered confidential and not for distribution to any third party. 
On request, TNG will deliver all copies, in any form to TECRO. 

5. In payment of these services TNG is to receive a monthly retainer of 
$20,000 (twenty thousand dollars). TECRO will assign TNG 
additional assignments on an as needed basis, compensation to be 
decided upon mutual agreement.
